On the 18th July, 1988,' at about 4.00 P.M., a daring' 
robbery was committed on Tcnughat Gomia road tn which 
three criminals, after committing the robbery, escaped on 
looted motor-cycle. On hearing ,nn alarm raised by the 
local people, the criminals abandoned the moter-cycle and 
took shelter in the surrounding area. latter on, it was’ 
known that the criminals were hiding in a house in vUllage’ 
Karmatand and on, being • challenged by the villagers they 
fired shots at' random end escaped from the village, By’ 
then the Police had cordoned off the entire area and weire 
looking for the criminals whose description had teen given. 
Suddenly Sub-Inspector Rnm Nnndnu Sharma and Constable 
Suleman saw a person resembling with the description, on 
the Tehughal barrage road, where he was trying to conceal 
himself. On being challenged, 'he stranger started running. 
Sub-Inspector Ram Nandan Sharma also ran after the crimi¬ 
nal.

Statement of Services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 15th April, 1985, Offlcer-in-Charge, Police Station 
Nairwa, District Siwan received information that dacoit 
Bali Ram Pundeya of District Balia, alongwjth his associates, 
was hiding in the house of one Nand Kishore Dubcy of vil¬ 
lage Barka Manjbi and was planning to commit a dacoity 
in the house of one Shri Puja Singh of village Sewatopur. 
The Officer-in-charge, Police Station Mairwa immediately 
organised a raiding party, consisting of one Assistant Sub- 
Inspector of Police, Constable Paras Nath Singh nnd nine 
other police personnncl and rushed to the place of hiding. 

When the police party reached near the house of Shri 
Dubcy, the house-wife, on seeing the policemen, bol 
the door from inside. Without losing time, the police 
party broke open the door and entered the house. Sudden 
appearance of police completely demoralised the gang of 
dacoils who were hiding in the house. Tha dacoits opened 
fire causing injury lo the Officer-in-charge, who. in turn 
ordered his men to take positions and return the fire, 'phe 
exchange cd fire continued for some time, in the course of 
which one dacoit viz. Acchelal succeeded in snatching the 
gun ol Assistant Sub-Inspector of Police.

The truck driver was not very conversant 
with the roadi and the criminals were losing their nerves, 
seeing the police jeep following them. The driver turned 
the truck towards Fatehpur Out Poet but could not pro¬ 
ceed further beyond Fatehpur Bazar Chowk. The crimi¬ 
nals tried to escape from the truck after Urine a few shots 
at the Police jeep but Shri Mithilesh Kumar again fired at 
them from his service revolver, Firing between the crimi¬ 
nals and the police party continued for sometime.

On the 11th January, 1988, information was received 
at the Headquarter* of 12 Battalion, Central Reserve Police 
Force, Rayya, District Amritsar that dreaded terrorist 
Gurbachan Singh Manochahal alongwith his associate* was 
camping in the farm house of one Purau Singh near village 
Butt. Immediately Assistant Commandant of 12 Battalion, 
Central Reserve Police Force, alongwith three section* (in¬ 
cluding Inspector Mai Singh, Lance Naik Abdul Rehman 
and Constable Suresh Kamble). rushed towards the place 
of bidding. Enroute, Station House Officer, Police Station 
Jandiala and few policemen also joined the Central Re¬ 
serve Police Force party. The farm house of Puran Singh 
is located in an open filed near an irrigation drain at a dis¬ 
tance of about one kilometre from village Butt. In order 
to maintain surprise the Police vehicles were stopped near 
village Butt and the police force was divided into four 
gi oups of encircle the farm house. The first group consist¬ 
ing of Inspector Mai Singh, L/Naik Abdul Rehman and 
Constable Suresh Kamble was detailed to advance 1 null the 
right flank and position themselves on the bank of drain 
and to act as a cut-off group. The other groups followed 
the first group. On seeing the police party the terrorists 
immediately opened fire with automatic weapons and ran 
towards the drain. The first to escape on a houseback was 
believed to be Gurbachan Singh Manochahal. Die remain¬ 
ing five terrorists continued firing on the police party while 
fleeing. The police party immediately returned tire and 
chased the fleeing terrorists. Meanwhile, the terrorists 
crossed the drain and ran toward* village Bhanclieii taking 
advantage of the (funding crop. Inspector Mai Singh, Laucc 
Naik Abdul Rehman and Constable Suresh KnmMe were 
the first to cross the drain and gave a hot chase to the terro¬ 
rists, While running, the terrorists turned back nnd fired 
at the police party. Undeterred and unmindful of their 
personal safety, they continued their chase. Three of the 
terrorists escaped towards village Bhancheri. whereas the 
remaining two took position in the fields. Suddenly one 
of the terrorists got up from the crop and fired a burst of 
8—10 rounds towards Inspector Mai Singh and Constable 
Suresh Kamble. Fortunately none of the bullets hit them 
although both of them were within the range nnd fully ex¬ 
posed. Without giving any chance to the terrorists toi fire 
again Shri Mai Singh and Shri Suresh Kamble simultaneous¬ 
ly fired at the terrorists and shot him dead. 

Meanwhile Lance Naik Abdul Rehman spotted and chas¬ 
ed the other terrorist. The terrorist after taking position 
threw a grenade, which exploded at a distance of about 
20 yards from Lance Naik Abdul Rehman, who took lying 
position with a lightening speed and escaped unhurt. Shri 
Abdul Rehman crawled for about 30—35 yards through 
a narrow drain and hurled a HE-36 hand-grenade towards 
the terrorist. He also fired few shots on the terrorist, as 
a result the terrorist was killed on the spot. The terrorists 
killed in the encounter were later Identified as Day a Singh 
and Balbir Singh, who were wanted by police in a large 
number of heinous crimes.

The terrorist, who entered the village took position behind 
the Foundry wall of a house and started firing from hi* 
srtengun on the police party.

When 
both of them, reached a point from where they could effec¬ 
tively engage the terrorist, Shri DayrT Rnm ordered Constable 
Suresh Prasad Singh to enter the house front opposite direc¬ 
tion in order to dislodge the terrorist from his hideout.

On the 7th January, 1989, at about 4.30 A.M., when some 
members of Army/SPF patrol party were sleeping in tbeir 
temporary accommodation/bunkers, a strong blizzard swept 
over Bugdiyar area and in its wake a snow avalanche came 
cngulfilng and crushing the Army/SPF temporary accom¬ 
modation and bunkers and burying h 11 the Ajmy/SPF per¬ 
sonnel within few moments who were sleeping inside. They 
were completely overpowered by shock and were not able 
to come out of the deep snow. There was heavy snowing 
accompanied by lightening and thunder devastation. On 
hearing the sound of avalanche, Subcdar Pitambar Dutt, leader 
of the Indo-Tibetan Border Police party woke up from sleep 
and alongwith L/NK. Harendar Singh, Constable Ora 
Prakash and other members of the team reached the site of 
accident to resue the members of Army/SPF patrol 
party who were hurried under the avalanche and were crying 
for help. Despite waist deep snow, the Indo-Tibetan Border 
Police party struggled for hours together with relentless 
efforts and search. They were able to extricate 6 men of 
the Army/SPF from the snow. When the rescue team was 
searching the remaining members of the Army/SPF, sud¬ 
denly another avalanche of the same intensity came and 
buried the area of the camping. Thus it became impossible 
to rescue the remaining members who were still under the 
avalanche. 

Finding the situation beyond their control, Subcdar Pitamber 
Dutt suggested to the personnel to go back to Lilam by mak¬ 
ing endeavours to open the route. Thereafter, L/NK 
Harendar Singh and Constable Om Prakash volunteered them¬ 
selves to go to Lilam post to inform the SPF personnel at 
Lilam camp. After their continuous efforts and struggle for 
5 days they reached Lilam SPF Camp, on the 14th January, 
1989 at 1815 hours and informed about the disaster and 
calamiLy that occurred at Budiyar.

No. F. 6-2/89-Sch.3.—Government of India hereby re- 
roIvo lo establish “The National Open School Society” for 
proper development of Distance and Open Learning System 
at the school level. 

2. Aims and Objects 

The aim and objects for which the Society is established 
arc the following 

(i) to provide sound piofessional advice lo the Govern¬ 
ment of India and to the States, regarding the 
proper development of Distance and Open Learning 
System, at the School Level, in the country, in 
response to jeque-.ts from the Governments con¬ 
cerned; 
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(ii) to develop and prescribe or oScr a. wide spec¬ 
trum of courses of study, for purposes of general 
and continuing education, cither leading to certi¬ 
fication at the school stage (middle, secondary or 
senior secondary) or without certification; 

(iii) to develop and prescribe or otfer vocational courses 
to the students of the Open Channel; 

(iv) to develop study materials, using print, audio and 
video aids; 

(v) to collaborate with agencies and institutions who 
would be willing to provide learning assistance to 
the students and to accredit such Learning Support 
Centres or Study Centres; 

(vi) to establish Regional Centres, for purposes of 
supervising the proper functioning of the Learning 
Support or Study Centres; 

(vii) to publish! or cause to be published and to print 
the learning and other materials developed by the 
National Open School; 

(viii) to prescribe rules and conditions governing the 
registration of students, eligibility to appear at the 
examinations, and all other matters consonant with, 
and necessary for, the proper fulfilment of teach¬ 
ing; 

(ix) to prescribe and demand payment of such fees 
and other charges as may be authorised by the 
Rules, and as amended from time to time, 

(x) to take over the administration and management of 
the Open School of the Central Board of Secon¬ 
dary Education, New Delhi, with all its assets and 
liabilities and to amalgamate it with the Society; 

(xi) to frame Service Rules and bye-laws for the per¬ 
sonnel, administration of the Staff of the Society 
and Rules and bye-laws for the proper management 
of the several functions and responsibilities vested 
in the Society, including welfare measures for the 
staff and to amend these front time to time; 

(xii) to do all such lawful acts and things, whether inci¬ 
dental to the powers aforesaid or not, as may be 
required in order to further the Aims and Objects 
of the Society.

(n) Director General or nominee of tho National Lite¬ 
racy Mission Authority. 

(o) Nominee of the Vice-Chancellor, Delhi University. 

(p) Nominee of Secretary (Education), Delhi Adminis¬ 
tration. 

tq) Direclor/representative of the Open Schools/Cor¬ 
respondence Schools in the States. 

(r) Commissioner, Kendrlya Vidyalava Sangathan or 
nominee. 

U) Director, Navodaya Vidyalaya Samiti or nominee. 

(t) Nominee of the Vice-Chancellor of SNDT, Bom¬ 
bay. 

(u) Two representatives from Industries which arc 
linked with the vocational courses provided by the 
National School. 

(v) All the members of the Executive Board, not in¬ 
cluded above. 

(w) Two specialists/eminent educationists, to be nomi¬ 
nated by the Central Government. 

5. The members of the Society shall he members of the 
General Body of the Society. The Society shall be sup¬ 
ported by the funds placed at its disposal by tho Govern¬ 
ment of India. 

6. The General Body shall have vested with it the res¬ 
ponsibility to assist tho Society by providing sound and 
professional advice and counsel. Further, there shall be 
an Executive Board which will have the power to make and 
frame bye-laws which without prejudice (o the generality 
of the foregoing provisions ma$ provide for the follow¬ 
ing 

(i) For the preparation and sanction of budget esti¬ 
mates, the sanctioning of expenditure, making and 
execution of) contracts, the investment of the funds 
of the Society and the sale or alteration of such in¬ 
vestment, and account and audit; 

(ii) Define the powers, function and conduct of busi¬ 
ness of the various Committees, as are constituted 
by it from time to time and the terms of office 
of their members; 

(iii) For creating various categories of posts, academic 
administrative, technical, supervisory or ministerial, 
and for selecting and appointing persons to such 
posts; 

(iv) To frame Service Rules for the proper administra¬ 
tion of the Society and of its personnel, including 
terms ofl tenure of appointments, emoluments, 
allowances, rules of discipline and other conditions 
of service of the employees of tho Society as well 
as measures and norms for the welfare of the mem¬ 
bers of the Society; 

(v) For the establishment and mangement of funds, 
grants and allowances; 

(vl) To select a seal for Ihe Society and provide for 
the safe custody and for proper use of the seal; 

(viii) To provide buildings, premises, furniture and ap¬ 
paratus and other necessary equipment and facili¬ 
ties for carrying out the work of the Society; 

(viii) For all other matters, as may bo necessary for the 
furtherance of the objectives of the Society and for 
the proper administration of itfe affairs. 

ORDER
